EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: nonelected claims 1-34 are cancelled. 

STA TEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claims 35- 
69, the key limitation in this allowance is the limitation including a ferromagnetic semiconductor 
transistor "wherein at least one of the source and drain comprises a tunnel barrier joined to the 
ferromagnetic semiconductor". This limitation distinguishes over the prior art device of LeClair 
because even though identical wording is used, the structure of the devices are different. 
LeClair's device does not have a tunnel barrier joined to the ferromagnetic semiconductor, 
rather, the ferromagnetic semiconductor is the tunnel barrier. Regarding claims 70-76, the key 
limitation in this allowance is the limitation including a transistor with a ferromagnetic 
semiconductor and "wherein at least one of the source and the drain are a ferromagnetic source 
or a ferromagnetic drain." Regarding claims 77-99, the key limitations are the limitations 
including a ferromagnetic semiconductor transistor with the various claimed line connections.
